"Wltereae, Ad Association has heretofore been formed 
in the City of Cluoago, called "The Chicago Academy of 
Soieooes," the object of which u the inoreaae and diffusion 
ot Bcientifio knowledge, by a mnBenm, a library, by the read- 
ing and pablioatdon of orif^al papers, and by snch other 
anitable teethodn as shall &om time to time be adopted, 

Now therefore, in order to encourage snd -promote the 
above-declared objects of the sud AsBooiatiim : 

SscnoN 1. Be it enacted by the People of tfie State 
of Illinois, represented in the General Assembly; That J. 
Young Scammon, Oeorge C. Walker, Horatio Q. Loomi% 
Daniel Thompson, Edmimd AikCn, Ezra B. McCa^, Eliph- 
alet W. Blatehf(«d, WiDiam E. Doggett, Bobert Kennicott, 
Edmund Andrevs, Hosmer A. Johnson, Oliver F. Fuller^ 
James W. Freer, William Bross, James Y. Z. Blaney, Ben- 
jamin F. Ctdver,- and their associates and successors forever, 
are hereby declared and created a body corporate by the 
nam« and s^le of " The Chicago Academy of Sciences," and 
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by that name shall have perpetual snocesuon, shall be e«p»- 
ble in lav to contract and be contracted with, sue and be 
sued, implead and be impleaded, within all courts of compe- 
tent jorisdiotion ; may receive, acquire and hold real and 
personal property and effects, and may sell and dispose of 
' tlie same at pleasure ; may have a common seal and alter 
tlie same at their pleasure; may make such constitution, 
regulations, and by-laws, as may be requisite for its govern- 
ment, and for oarrying out the objeots of the Association, 
and not contrary to the laws of the land, and may alter the 
same at their pleasure. 

Sbchon 2.' The Constitution and by-laws of stud Asso- 
ciation now in operation, shall govern the corporation hereby 
. created until regularly altered or repealed by the Association; 
and the present officers of sud Association shall be officers 
of the corporation hereby created, imlil their respective terms 
of office shall regularly expire or be vacated. 

Section 8. All the money, property, and effects of sidd 
"The Chicago Academy of Sciences" shall be held and 
man:^ed by, and the tide thereto, as also tbe titie to all the 
real estate owned or to be owned by said Academy of Scien- 
ces, shall be vested in the Board of Trustees, from time to 
time being, as provided in tbe Constitution of said Acad- 
emy of Sciences; and all contracts and conveyances of said 
Academy of Sciences, to be binding, shall be executed by 
the President and Secretary of the Board of Trustees. 

SxcnoN 4, This Act shall be a public Act, and shall be 
in force from and after its passage.

CONSTITUTION. 



NAJCB Off THE BOCISTT. 



L This Society shall be called Thb CmoiXH> Acaobict 

OF SOISSCBB. 

OBJBCTS OF THS SOCIXTT. 

n. The objeota of this Sooiety Bhall be the increase 
and diffusion of Bcieotifio knovle^e, by a moseam, a library, 
the reading and poUication of orijpnal papers, and oth^ 
snitahle means. 



m. The Academy shall ooneist of Members, Corres- 
ponding Members and Honorary Members. 

IT. Monorari/ Memiera shall have all the pririlegeB of 
the Academy, except the right of voting and of holding 
office. 

y. Correaponding Members shall have all the privileges 
of the Acaden^, except the right of voting and of holding 
office; and in case of their becoming citazena of Chicago, 
shall become members. 
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VI. Candidates for admission into the Academy, whether 
as members, or corresponding or honoraiy members, must be 
proposed in writing by two members at a btisiness meeting, 
and be balloted for at the next meeting, — any candidate 
receiving three negative ballote being rejected. A rejected 
candidate shall not be eligible for membership onder one year. 

VII. Any member may be expelled for canse, or be 
removed &om office, after due hearing, by a two-tiurds vote 
of the members present. 

0F7ICBBS. 

Tin. The officers of the Academy shall be a Prem- 
dent, two Yice-Preudents, a Secretary, and a Librarian, who 
shall be elected at the annual meeting, on the second Tuesday 
in January, and who shall hold their offices for one year, or 
until Hieir successors are elected and qualified. 

IX. Al) the above-named officers shall be chosen by 
ballot, 

Xi Vacancies occurring &om any canse in any of the 
regular offices of the Academy shall be filled by ballot at any 
tegular meeting, notice of such election being given by tiie 
Sfloretary. 

XI. No member shall be allowed to vote unless he shall 
have paid all his dues, and attended two regular meetings of 
the Academy within the previous six months, unless pre- 
vented by uckness or absence from the city. 

BOABD OF TBUSTKX8. 

Xn. All the money, property and effects of this Acad- 
emy of Sciences shall be held and managed by, and the title 
thereto, as also the title to all the real estate owned by said 
Academy of Sciences, shall be vested in, ten Trustees. 

XIII. Each Trustee shall hold his office for life, unless 
he shall permanently remove &om tlie city of Chicago, in 
which event his term of office shall expire, or miless he shall 
be removed aa hereinafter stated. 
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XIV. The first Board of Tmstees thtil consist of the 
following named perBons: J. Young Scammon, George C 
Walker, HoratJo Q. Loomis, Daniel Thompson, Edmond 
Aiken, Ezra B. McCagg, EUphalet W. Blatchford, WilUam E. 
Doggett, Robert Kennicott, and one other person to be 
appointed by a majority of the persons above named. 

XV. Said Board shall at once organize by the appoint- 
ment of a temporary Churman and Secretary, after which 
said Board shall perfect its own plan of permanent organiza- 
tion and elect its own officers. Any plan of permanent ot^ao- 
ization adopted by s^d Board of Triut«e8 may be changed 
or altered by said Board &om time to time as it shall see fit. 

XVI. Vacancies in the Board, in whatever way occa- 
sioned, shall be filled by the Academy by election by ballot, upon 
nomination by the Board of Trnstees; — a majority of the 
members of the Academy present and voting at the next reg- 
nlar meeting after a vacancy oocnrs, being necessary and 
Bnfficient for the election of a Trustee or Thistees to fill such 
vacancy. Provided, that no person shall be elected a Tms- 
tee unless first nominated by the Bou^ of Tmstees. 

XVII. Any Trustee may be removed with the concur- 
renoe of a majority of the Tmstees, if two-thirds of all the 
members of the Academy, at any regular meeting of the 
Academy, the ayes and nays being called, shall so vote and 
determine. 

XVin. Sud Board of Trustees shall have full and ex- 
clusive power and authority to mani^e, control, and employ the 
money, finances, and property of swd " The Chicago Academy 
of Sciences." But the regular officers of swd Academy may 
at all tames make such rules and regulations as by them shall 
be deemed proper, relative to the use of the museum and 
Boientific property and efiects of said Academy, with no 
authority to remove the same, or any part thereof, oat of the 
rooins or buil^g provided by 8£ud Board of Tmstees. 

XIX. Said Board of Trustees shall determine upon its 
own plan of organization, and all its official acts, evidenced in 
tite manner by it designated, shall bind tiie Acadeiny. 
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XX- No provision of this CoDstitutdon relative to said 
Board of Troateea shall be changed or altered, anything in 
this Constitntion contained to the contrary notwithstanding, 
vitliout the consent of siud Board of TmBteee. 

XXI. All initiation fees, annnal assessments, and dues 
shall be pud to the Treasnrer of the Board of Trustees, as 
they become dae, withoat notice; and say member except 
life members, who shall fail or neglect to pay his initiation 
fee, or any annnal aseeasment or dnes, for the spaue of six 
months after the same, or any one of the same, shi^ become 
dne, shall, if a majority of the members present at any regu- 
lar meeting after the same has become dne and remained 
unpaid as aforesdd, so determine, forfeit his membership and 
all rights and interests in said "The Chicago Academy of 
Sciences " and its property and mnsenm. And the record in 
the minnt«B of said Academy of Sciences of such default and 
vote shall be prima facie evidence that the membership of 
the person or persons named in snch record, as having for- 
feited his or their membership for a default as aforesaid, is 
determined and ended. 

XXn. The Director of tbe Masenm and the Curator 
ahcill be appointed by the Board of Trustees, and shall con- 
tinue in office imtal removed by sdd Board. Their duties 
shall be determined by said Board of Trustees. 

XXni. No compensation shall be paid to any person 
whatever, and no expenses incurred for any person whatever, 
except under the authority of the Board of Tmstees. 

ALTHBATION OF THE CONSTITUTION. 

XXrV. Every proposition to alter or amend tiie Consti- 
tution shall be submitted in writing at a regular meeting, 
and if two-tMrds of the members present at the next regular 
meeting vote in the affirmative, it shall be adopted.

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TIL There AaXi be a Standing Comnuttee «f three om 
eit«h of tlie following sabjecta : Zoology, Ethnology, Entom- 
clogy, Botanj, Gleology, OhemiBtiy, PhysicB, Fablioataon, 
Library *nd Finance, which Committees eball be elected by 
baUot- AH standing oommitteea shall report in writing.

VilL No books shall be taken from the library, or epeei- 
meoB from the mnaeitnL 



LX. Every member elect shall pay an initialion fee of 
ten dollars, also an annual assessment of five dollars withia 
tluree months after Hie uinnal meeting. 

X. Any person paying five hnndred doDarB (lSOO.00) 
into t^e bands of Hie Treasurer shall be exempt from aQ 
future dues, and shall be entitled to a perpetaal membership 
in ttw Society.

EDMUND ANDREWS, M. D. 



In the year 1666, & number of gentlemen rending in 
Chicago became desiroos of starting some organization for , 
(he promotion of Science in this rapidly-growing city. By 
their exertions a society was formed in 1657, which took the 
name of "The Chicago Academy of Natural Sciences." The 
original members were aa follows : Dra. J. V. Z, Blaney, N. 
S. DaviB, J. W. Freer, C. Helmnth, and H. A. Johnson; 
Robert Eennicott, Geo. A. Mariner, Drs. EL Parker and P. 
Scammon ; Samuel Stone, R. K Swift, J. D. Webster, H. W. 
Zinunennan, and Dr. E. Andrews ; to which list a large num- 
ber were Boon added. 

A sum of money amounting in sU to about $1500 was 
subscribed to defray the first expenses. A room was taken, 
a few cases were erected, and a museum was commenoed. The 
great financial crash which immediately followed, however, 
exerted a most depressing influence on the young asaooiation. 
Of the subscriptions to the initial fund, a rery few only could 
be flollected. It was found impossible to salary a curator, to 
build new cases, or to publish Transactions. The BooieQr 
however straggled along under difficulties, and a few of die 
members oontinued to work at leisure hours in the mnseam, 
and to keep up monthly meetings. 
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The Soflietf was never inoorporkted nnder iti original 
name, bat in ISfiS it was organized as a corponttioa nnder the 
title of " Tbe Chicago Academy of Soienoes" in Moordance with 
the proviaioDS of a general taw of the State of Illmois fin- the 
incorporation of Mie«tifio and other toclettM. 

In 1862 Mr. Robert Kemtioott, — always one of tiie most 
active members of tiie Society and chief ocHttnbators to its 
moBeam, — retomed from his three-yean exploration of Arctic 
America, richly laden with specimens in all departments of 
ITatnral History. The resnlfai of this exploration are seeood 
in importance to those of do similar expedition on reeord. 
The actual expenses were borne by the Snuthnwian Instita- 
tion, luded by contribntioos from varione parties demrotts of 
obtuningBome of the dniriioatefl in different brauohes, and were 
materially lessened in amount by the unprecedented liberality 
of the Hadson*B Bay Company and its individual officers. 
The collections all went to the Smithsonian Institution, with 
the understanding that a fiill series ftf the specimens was to 
be presented to any inetitntion, otiierwise eli^ble to such a 
donation, that Mr. Eenmcott might deragnate, provided that 
suitable provision were made for its reception and preserva- 
tion. Uany additional collections from tbe same region have 
been since received at the Smithsonian, subjeot to sinular con- 
ditions. Mr. Kennicott was naturally desirons that Chicago 
should become the place of deposit of this series. 

In the winter of 1863-4, the great value of the collections 
thus made, and the readiness of the SmithscHuan Institution to 
make the stipulated di^osition of the duplicate materials, hav- 
ing become known to several prominent <utizens of Chioi^, it 
was resolved that the opportunity should not pass unimproved 
to lay so excellent a foundation for a great Scientific Museum 
in the chief city of the Northwest. An informal meeting of 
the gentlemen interested was held at the house of Mr. Edmund 
Aiken. Professor Agassiz, opportunely vinting Chicago at 
the time, was present at the meeting. The testimony of 
Professor Agassiz as to the importance of the collections 
of Mr. Kennicott, served to confirm the resolve of those 
present, that funds should be raised to provide proper accom- 
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modations tor the full series ofiereil by the Smitbsouiaii Iiisti- 
tntion, A large sum of money was subscvtbed on the spot, 
and by the exertions of Messrs Scammon, Wailter, McCagg, 
Blatchford, Thoinp§on and others, other subscriptions were 
added. As a Scientific Association already existed in the city 
of Chicago, of which Mr. Kennicott and many of the subscri- 
I>er8 were members, it was decided that the subscrip- 
tions should be fixed at the amount of tSOO.OO, and that the 
subscribers should become life-members of the Chicago 
Academy of Sciences, 

The circumstances however required a reorganisation of 
the Society, and the vesting of its property in a Board of 
Trustees. An Act of Incoiporatiou, as now published, 
was obtained. It is unnecessary to detail the processes by 
which the re-organ i^ation was effected. The present status of 
the aflmrs of the Association is sufficiently set forth in the 
Constitution, By-Laws, and Reports herewith published. 

The reception of specimens from the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion proceeded rapidly during the year 1864 and the early 
part of 1 86^, under the supervision of Mr. Kennicott, who was 
in due time appointed Director of the Muleum by the Boai'd 
of Trustees. The collections have been temporarily depos- 
ited in rooms in the Metropolitan Building, corner of La Salle 
and Randolph Streets, and displayed as far as the present 
occoromodations will allow. The amount and character of 
the specimens already accumulated here, is shown in the 
accompanying report of the Secretary of the Academy to the 
Board of Trustees. 

In March 1665, Mr. Kennicott, with a party of young 
naturalists, set out with an expedition to Russian America and 
the n^ghboring countries, under the command of Col. Bulk- 
ley, to survey a route for the proposed Telegraph line to con- 
nect North America with Russia. This expedition is sent 
out by the Western Union Telegraph Company, which has 
, generously offered to Mr. Kennicott and party every facility 
for making, under the direction of the Smithsonian Inatitn- 
taon, other scientilic explorations besides those incident to 
tbeir line of spedal duty ; so that large accessions to the 
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mnBcutu of the Academy from those litUc known northern 
regions may be expected. The outfit of Mr. Kcnntcott, ax far 
as scientific apparatnit goes, has been fiimished by the Trus- 
tees from the fiinds of the Academy. 

Dniing Mr. Kennicott's absence, the charge of the raaseum 
has devolved apon Dr. Wm. Stimpson, Secretary of the 
Academy. Dr. S. has been for many years connected with 
the Smithsonian In»titntioii, in cliargc of the Invertebrate 
department, and the collections resulting from his numerous 
explorations on the Atlantic and Pacific coasts of the United 
States, in great part undertaken at his private expense, have 
been deposited in the museum of that Institution. A full 
series of the duplicates of these collections will be presented 
to the Academy by the Institution, so that we may expect our 
own museum soon to become as rich in marine Invertebrates, 
as it already is in Vertebrates throngh the Arctic explorations 
of Hr. Kennicott. 

Indeed, notwithstanding the large amount of materials 
already received from the Smithsonian Institution, much 
remains there to gur credit, awaiting only selection and the 
prorision of additional accommodations by the Academy. 
The selection must be made by the officerR of the Academy, 
under the supervision, of course, of the officers of the Insti- 
tution. The acquisitions to our museum from other sources 
are also considerable. Donations from private individuals are 
constantly coming in, and important exchanges with European 
and other institutions are in progress under charge of the Sec- 
retary. The resulting additions to our stores are so extensive 
that more oases will soon be required for their reception. It 
is to be hoped that the liberality which has inaugurated so 
auspiciously the present undertaking, will be continued ; and 
that the opportunitjes now occurring may not be lost, for mak- 
ing Chicago the scientific, as it is already the commercial cen- 
tre of the West.

Thb SHTTBBOinAN iNSTiTmoiT hftfl presented to onr 
mnsenm 622 apecimeDS of mammals. Of these 46 specimens, 
representing 42 species, have been monnted; 140 epedt- 
mensof 67 species, are skins, mostly capable of being mounted; 
and 436 specimens, of 70 species, are preserved in alcohol 

Mrs. Frank W. Rkillt has presented one specimen 
from West Northfield, El. 

Robert Kbnkicott has presented 46 skins, of which 8, 
of 7 species, have been mounted. The remaining 38 skins 
represent 20 species. 

E. B. McCaoq has presented 77 speoimens from Colorado 
Territory. Of these 1 1 specimens of 1 1 species are moouted, 
63 of 1 3 species are in skins, and 3 of 1 species are preserved 
in alcohoL

SIT. GEOLOGY AND PALAEONTOLOGY. 



Thb Smithsonian Ikstitotion has presented about 
3100 Bpecimens of fossils, belonging to 600 species. Ofthese 
species 60 are SUurian, 30 Devonian, 75 Carboniferous, 6 
Permian, 8 JuraBsic, 110 Cretaceous, 70 Eocene, 240 Miocene, 
and 1 Pleistocene.
